The Rh negative mother 


Caroline Steffin, age twenty-five, married. no history of any previous 
pregnancy, re-ente red Dr. Langer’s office from his examining room 
I pon hearing the doctor's diagnosis. her instinctive reactions of 
happiness and pride were immediately stifled by another emotion= 
that of fear. Fear of childbirth, in varying degrees, is experienced 
by almost every prospective mother But it was not this that plagued 
Caroline. Hers was a far greater fear. She seriously doubted her 
chances of bringing her baby into the world alive. For Caroline had 
and knew she had, Rh negative blood 

Actually, Caroline Steffin’s problem was not as serious as she be 
lieved it to be, and Dr. Langer pointed this out to her. Ever sineg 
the Rh factor was recognized in 1910, and was correlated with@ 
disease of the new-born known as hemolytic anemia, many “dé 
wive'’s tales” concerning this situation have arisen. Caroline wat 
the victim of just such myths, and held the false belief that an Ri 
negative woman (a term which she didn't fully understand) mui 
almost assuredly resign herself to childlessness. As one often find 
in medicine, the truth conce rning hemolytic disease is far less ter 


rifying than Caroline, through false information, was led to believél 


Dr. Langer’s first task to alleviate his patient's fears was to clarify 


for her the exact meaning of the term Kh negative 

Man's blood is comprised of many components, most of them 
common to all. However, the recently-recognized Rh component 
while present in some people, was found to be absent in othent 
Those who lack the Rh factor in their blood, as Caroline did, am 
termed Kh negative. Since the Rh factor is foreign to their systema 
these men and women. should they have direct contact with Ri 
positive blood, would develop specific antibodies against this factot 
in much the same way as a person, once exposed, develops anti 
bodies ainst certain disease-producing bacteria 

Anti-Rh antibodies may develop as a result either of previews 
transfusions with Rh positive blood or, in women, as the result of 
a previous Rh positive pregnancy. An Kh positive pregnaney would 
occur when the father transmits the dominant Rh positive gene @ 
the fetus. Should the mother have anti-Rh antibodies in het plasma, 
subsequent pregnancies would cause these antibodies to increas 
The antibodies may enter the fetal circulation through the plac enta, 
where they will react in the baby’s blood, causing a situation known 
as hemolytic anemia of the new-born. This disease is characterized 
by the breaking apart of the red blood cells. In the case of an Rh 
positive mother with an Kh negative fetus, there is no danger, be

Estate planning for the 
young homemaker 


By Allan J. Parker 


# planning? Not for me. I haven't any estate.” Hold on 
a minute. If you have two children and a steady job paying more 
than $1,200 a year, you have a potential estate that could pay your 
wife and children more than $50,000 in the event of your death. Or 
if you live until age 65, you and your wife may qualify for tax-free 
monthly retirement benefits of as much as $163 for as long as you 
both live. with a reduced amount to the survivor for his life. So you 
have an estate; but do you have a plan? You don't plan Social 
Security benefits outlined above. They are provided by law. But, 
it's a form of insurance. not charity, paid for by regular payroll 
deductions of 24% of your wages up to $4,200 per year, or 3° % 
of your net earnings from self-employment. For most of us it is 
the foundation for your personal estate plan—-to provide for our 
own retirement and for the care of our dependents after our deaths. 


Besides Social Security, what's the rest of your estate? 


MOUSTRATED 8y EDWARD KNAPP 


Most of us young homemakers have what might be called two 
estates: the realized estate and the potential estate. There's fre- 
quently a big difference between them, but they both need planning. 
Doris and Charles Vann, both aged 29. 


Their most important assets are two children, aged 3 and 1 year. 


Let’s take a typical couple 


On the dollars-and-cents balance sheet, the rest of their realized 


estate might be quickly summed up as follows: 


A two-year-old ranch home, valued at $15,000, less an $11,000 
mortgage; a five-year-old car (worth perhaps $500) with the usual 


$10,000, 20,000 liability insurance coverage; inside their structure 


household furnishings, including wedding presents which cost 
$4.000 but could not very well be turned into bread and butter; 
a $10,000 government term life insurance policy, with no cash 
value; cash in savings bank of $500; and cash in joint checking 
account—about $600 after payday; about $50 before payday. 

Coldly appraising the household furnishings for no more than 
they would bring under the auctioneer’s hammer, the above totals 
$6,600 of the kind of net worth a bank would lend money on, or 


$16,600 in the event of Charles’ death—less final expenses, 


Clearly, the Vanns’ potential estate is far ahead of their realized 
estate. Potential estate does not simply mean property which they 
may someday inherit from their parents. The most important asset 
of the potential estate is Charles’ judgment, skill, knowledge and 
contacts in his junior executive position with a large corporation. 
His salary is now $7,000, but he reasonably hopes to advance. Let’s 
say his average salary between ages 30 and 65 will be $12,000. 
Capitalized at 4°, this potential earning power is somewhat the 
equivalent of an estate of $223,975.00. On top of this, we pile the 
other estate-building blocks, such as the company’s pension plan, 
which will pay Charles at least $300 a month on retirement in addi- 
tion to Social Security, and such estate protecting features as hos- 
pitalization and major medical insurance. Doris and Charles man- 
age to make ends meet on his salary, but they have a vaguely un- 
easy feeling that they “really ought to be doing something about 
putting a little aside for a rainy day—and the children’s education.” 
Suppose we turn loose an expert estate-planning team on Doris 
and Charles—an investment counselor, a lawyer and an insurance 
underwriter. What plan would they advise? Their first emphasis 
would be on protecting the large potential estate from the one sin- 
gle disaster that could destroy it-—Charles’ death or disability. Thus, 
the core of their estate planning must be life insurance with dis- 
ability features. Without it, they are likely to wind up with all 
plan and no estate. The life insurance industry offers a wide range 
of policies for varying needs. We cannot discuss them all here. 
Very briefly, however, the life-insurance policies ordinarily avail- 
able are divided into two very broad categories: term insurance, or 
life insurance, as protection only, and permanent, whole-life insur- 


ance, or life insurance as protec tion, plus sav ings. 


Term insurance is pure protection—like fire insurance. If your 
home burns down, the insurance pays you the value of the house; 
if the house does not burn down, your premiums have simply gone 
to pay the losses of those persons whose houses did burn down, 
together with paying overhead costs of the insurance plan, and 
there is no return to you. On term life insurance, the protection 
runs for a specific term: five, ten, twenty years or longer; but at 
the end of that time, if there is no loss of life, there are no further 
values in the policy. On the other hand, if death does occur, this 
policy pays its full face value. One primary function of term insur- 
ance is to furnish lower cost protection to the families of young 
fathers, like Charles. Term insurance often may be later converted 


to another type of insurance by paying [Continued on page 44]

surveillance. The preschool child is 
seldom allowed far from home 
without supervision. The mother 
knows the child through this age 
extremely well—his likes and dis 
likes, his behavior patterns, his 
needs and also his small friend 
When a child enters school, he be 
comes one part of a large group 
He learns discipline from someone 
other than his parents. He learns a 
different routine. He no longer i 
free to gather up his toys and go 
home if he can't have his way. The 
majority of children accept and 
enjoy the routine of interesting 
work and play. A few, desiring 
more attention for themselves or 
resenting classroom demands, be 
come problem children. Most 
classes have at least one. This is 
also true of most neighborhoods 
It's difficult to find a neighborhood 
without one under-twelve bully. He 
is easy to spot because he usually 
plays with children younger than 
himself. Most often he is the prog 
eny of careless parents, not unlov 
ing—no, but too self-centered in 
their own projects really to know 
how their offspring is spending his 
time. He becomes a problem to the 
neighborhood and to himself 
Permissive and strict discipline 
each have their good points. A child 
should not be expected to behave 
like an adult, yet he must be taught 
to respect the rights and well-being 
of others. Mothers who have given 
their children protective and loving 
care through early years often fail 
to realize that what was so neces 
sary in early life can later become 
a handicap—a child must be al 
lowed to grow and to walk alone 
There comes a time when even a 
preschool child must stand up for 
himself or take the consequences 
Often, a shy child must be encour 
aged to do this. Children must learn 
to fight their own battles and settle 
their own arguments. Where the 
advantage is unfair, then it’s per 
missible for a parent to step in and 
restore order. Perhaps you have 
heen overprotective in rearing your 
two boys.

Although his architectural talents are not as wide- 
ly known to the lay public as they should be, 
Craig Ellwood is considered by certain authorities 
to be one of the three or four most influential 
young designers in the United States. Only 36, 
extremely shy, he evades the limelight, concen- 
trating instead on a philosophy of architecture 
that has taken him further than most of his gen- 
eration toward developing what has been called 
a new vernacular in the American architectural 
world. The word vernacular, in this context, 
means simply a way of satisfying the needs of 
a highly industrialized country demanding a 
building method efficient enough and precise 
enough to cope with the problems of rapid growth 


and change of population. “Affordable” is not

at all an inept adjective; “wasteless,” perhaps, is 
even better. Such great names as Breuer, Miés van 
der Rohe and Gropius have taught the philosophy 
in a number of ways. What it boils down to, in a 
very broad sense, is the transference of methods 
used for what we have come to call “public” 
buildings to residential design. This is a very sim- 
ple explanation; making it work is not. Craig Ell- 
wood’s success with it has been best explained 
by architect Peter Blake, who sees in him not 
only an engineer, but a designer to whom struc- 
ture—because his discovery of architecture came 
through structure—remains a principal and fa- 
vorite discipline. The light, structural-steel frame- 
work, employed with many variations and refine- 


ments, is always expressed, never concealed. Using 














his framework as a module, he fills in the voids 
with sheets of clear or frosted glass, or inserts 
panels of wood, stucco, concrete, brick—anything 
that seems to suggest a flat plane in opposition 
to the delicately detailed structural frame. Ell- 
wood is not. of course, the first to discover the 
logic of the skin-and-bones structure, but he is 
one of the first to discover that it could be realized 


with existing American materials and techniques 


and at very low cost. As Blake puts it: “Com- 


bining logic, simplicity and exquisite taste, he has 
found a new and natural way of building.” As 
for the man himself, Craig Ellwood is charming. 
reticent—except when he is leeturing, which is 
often—and unbelievably hard-working. He is mar- 
ried to Gloria Henry. a witty. intelligent young 
actress; they have two children. He relaxes strenu 
ously—one set per day on the tennis court. He 
once wanted to be a doctor, has been both an en- 
gineer and a builder, and occasionally can be 
persuaded to talk about his work. You may

l'o understand why every owner of a home designed 
by Craig Ellwood feels it represents Craig’s best 
work, we must try to understand, if we can, the 
designer's philosophy of his approach to a house. 
He believes that since a building is judged by its 
appearance, the substance of architecture, conse- 
quently, is form, and that form alone has survival 
value. He believes, too, that although a well-de- 
signed building must satisfy all utilitarian, practical, 
economical and regional requirements, it is a suc- 
cessful building only when it represents a creative 
fusion of form and function. In other words, it must 
work and it must please the eye. He also believes 
that. “As architects, one of our main tasks is to find 
structural forms for new materials, because only 
through structure can we create new architecture. As 
for decoration. its infinite delight and richness can 
he validly conveyed with rhythmic patterns of tex- 
ture, mass, line, color, light and shadow integrated 
and rendered by machined structure and machined 
materials. | say rhythmic because rhythm is the fun- 


damental in all design, natural or man-made.”

The refinement and subtlety of a 


well-designed house depend as much 


upon a knowledge of what materials 
can be made to do as upon designing 
skill, Redwood is the basic material 
here: an 8-foot modular system of post- 
and-beam construction forms the skele- 
ton for a series of patterns in ceiling 
and walls that sustain Ellwood’s theory 
that decoration should be built into a 
house rather than superimposed upon 
it. As a consequence, the furniture in

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Architecturally, the word sophistication 
is defined with as much difficulty as it 
is in any other parlance: today, most de- 
signers find it not in the ovtré, but in a 
simplicity that conceals all complication 
under a classic cloak.

By now, we have seen enough of Ellwood’s work to 
realize that he has mastered what Peter Blake calls a 
“simple. logical, elegant vocabulary of building.” 
The house before you is yet another example of this 
yocabulary; it is also an illuminating exercise in diag- 
nosing a client, a talent that can make all the differ- 
ence between the architect as a designer and the archi- 
tect as an artist-analyst. This is a home for a family 
with children and an obsession for privacy—privacy 
from their neighbors; privacy, when they want it. 
from their children. Both are understandable wants; 
neither is too easy to satisfy in a small house on a 
suburban, 75-by-150-foot plot. But Ellwood did it 
by designing a little fortress that is completely win- 
dowless on two sides. The third side. true. is broken 
by a court whose inner walls are glass. but the area 
is scrupulously protected by trees and shrubs—always 
an effective barrier. The fourth facade. which faces 
the rear and the garden, is as open as an aquarium: 
it can be—there is no one to look in but the birds. 
Within the house, the problem is solved through zon- 
ing: an entire central core is devoted to a children’s 
apartment of two bedrooms that can be used as a 
single unit or compartmented, a bath and the utility- 
laundry room. So much for the children. The adult 
quarters extend across the rear: kitchen. dining area.

Compatibility of the roof w the 
. 
total house design is one of roofing’s major visible as- 
sets. For correct visual balance, study the composition 
of exterior elevations. Note the relationship and scale 
of the windows, doors and siding to the roofing material. 
Consider the effect of landscaping. including the moving 
pattern that tree shadows may play on the roof surface. 
If the result, in your mind's eye, is busy, the solution 
should be a roofing material with simple pattern or none 
at all. Compatibility is especially important if you want 
to create an authentic architectural style. For the pur- 
ist, there are certain definite patterns and types of roof- 
ing that help to authenticate over-all design, whether 
traditional or contemporary. It pays to study the style of 


home you prefer and then choose your material. 


Color is another visual consideration in roof 
choice, and since it will remain constant for many years, 
the actual shade should be a careful decision. Points to 
ponder: a color that blends with siding tone can increase 
the apparent size of a house; color co-ordination with 
trim, doors and shutters is vital if you intend to keep 
the latter constant; a neutral roof color is a good choice 
if you anticipate frequent changes in the color of easily 
repainted elements. Remember that astute color selec- 
tion in reofing can alleviate bad points or accent the 
good ones of your house. The extent of its power will 
depend on how much of the roof is actually visible, but 
even on a low slope. the narrow horizontal band of the

The changing American food pattern 


Today we are a nation faced with 
overabundance—a blessing that could 


be your family’s greatest problem

sented by the celebrated anthropologist as part of a 
symposium, The Revolution In American Diet, spon 
sored by the Melamine Council, to focus attention 


on the problems of nutrition in an abundant society 


American people are in the throes of one of the 


most dramatic changes in dietary pattern in human history: from nutri- 





tional behavior which guaranteed most people adequate nourishment, in 
spite of scarcity, to a dietary pattern which will safeguard most people 
from too much to eat, in spite of an unprecedented abundance and di- 
versity of food supply. Throughout history human beings have kept 
themselves alive by developing elaborate patterns of what was to be eaten 
by whom at what times and in what ways. So far as we know, no people 
is omnivorous. eating everything that is edible. From wild and cultivated 
plants, small and large game, domestic animals, fish and shellfish, each 
people has selected certain foods for emphasis. Not only has custom estab- 
lished specific foods for human beings. others for animals, still others not 


even fit for animals, but this selection of foods has been embedded in a 





wealth of traditional behavior—what kind of meals there were and how 
many and who ate them together, what was food for the sick, the young, 
the vulnerable, red-blooded men, women after childbirth. Feasting calen- 
dars reckoned with periods of scarcity before fruits ripened or fish 
spawned, so that enjoined feasting to celebrate a marriage or a coming-out 
party or to conclude a period of mourning compensated for intervals of 
inevitable belt tightening. In most societies feasting, as well as fasting. is 
a religious duty, although the emphasis may shift, as in our society where 


true fasting has almost disappeared. And as intricately related social. re- (é

Periodic food shortages, which affected even the well-to-do and privi- 
leged in times when methods had not yet been developed for keeping 
flocks alive in winter or growing enough grain to last through the winter 
months, have led each people to build protective devices. A meal is not a 
meal without bread. or a starch meal is not complete without a little bit 
of some protein, and in the destitute Jewish settlements of eastern Europe 
there had to be something good to eat on the Sabbath to honor the Lord. 
Everywhere scarcity threatened the average man every day, and the whole 
population was in danger when famine inevitably followed a drought 
or other natural catastrophe. 

Man’s problem was to get enough foods of the kind that were regarded 
as foods and in the right proportions. Each ingredient of the diet was 
important. Thus the difference between what a modern scientific nutri- 
tionist would call a “balanced” diet and one which left the individual 
vulnerable to illness and stress might rest on a single method of food 
preparation like leaching maize in lime water before making tortillas. the 
principal source of caleium in the Mexican diet, or the use of a single 
wild vegetable providing Vitamin C, or some special small fishes rich in 
Vitamin E. On the early ships which explored the Pacific Islands, the 
sailors died of scurvy until fresh limes were found to be a preventative, 
even though vitamins were still unknown. On American farms three gen- 
erations ago, children grew pale and run-down toward the end of winter. 
ready for their dose of sulfur and molasses in the spring. It was a genuine 
threat to health and life if a child refused to eat some item of the diet or 
an adult became finicky about his food, and this danger was offset by the 
way in which children were reared. 

Early American diets were an adaptation of European diets in the 
period when winter storage was still inadequate and food supplies uncer- 
tain. Under pioneer conditions of obtaining food in a -trange country,

a Axelrod is a New York City builder who 


specializes in renovating old brownstone-fronted 
houses. Like the proverbial shoemaker, however, he had 
never fitted the boot to his own last.

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You don’t need much land 
to naturalize spring bulbs and grow them by the sweep. A drift, a number 
growing close will be quite as appealing in a small yard where you might 


grow two dozen together as on an acre or two, where you might grow two 








hundred. It is the method that is important. You plant close and not in 
symmetrical rows, but informally, casually. One way to do this is to seat- 


ter the bulbs on the ground and plant where and as irregularly as they 





fall. Of course you will always want to have three or five of a certain 
variety here in front of an old stump, or there by a special rock for a 
specific composition or effect, but in general, think in terms of large 
numbers in small areas of massing for an impression. 

Many of these spring bulbs thrive in semishade, doing very well in front 
of evergreens or mixed in a foundation planting where their many bright 
colors stand out against the deep, dark greens. They grow along stone 
walls backgrounded by large gray rocks, bordering the entrance to your 


place. at the foot of your grape vines, at the edges of the vegetable gar- 


den or the terrace. Anywhere in the unkempt wilderness parts of your 


land or in the cultivated sections, they will be welcome—in front of 
flowering shrubs, around the base of trees. And of course you can grow 
them in the flower-border proper. Somewhere on 

your land, there are areas wait- 


ing for sweeps of these beauties.

All bulbs must grow where their foliage is permitted to die down nat- 
urally after the blooming period. During this time, they are making next 
year's flowers. If the wilting greenery is cut before brown and dead, next 
years blossoms suffer, or just don’t appear.

A number do not multiply but 
you can depend upon their annual reappearance. Some of each are desir- 
able.

range of choice: you get what 
you pay for. Within different ma- 
terial classifications, weights and 
thicknesses vary and, of course, the 
heavier, denser varieties are most 
durable. Wear and

durability remain the real key- 
notes to cost. It is not valid to 
estimate price for a material 
without ascertaining the projected 
age limit of it and this factor is 
directly related to climatic condi- 
tions. Climate, especially exces- 
sive amounts of strong sun, can 
take years off the life of a roofing 
material. Geographic location is 
2 cost factor, too, because labor, 
a large item of a roofing project, 
varies from state to state. Materials 
do also because of shipping costs 
and the availability of manufac- 
turing plants. The only 


evaluation is to apply the cost of

a roof to an individual set of con- 


ditions and circumstances and 
amortize it over the number of 
years which the material is ex- 
pected to be serviceable.

Slate roofing 


A natural roofing material with a 
history of durability. The greatest 
sources are the beds of Vermont, 
Virginia and Pennsylvania. Being 


a stone whose natural construc- 


tion allows it to be split into 
sheets, it is first quarried, then 
trimmed and prepunched for 
nail holes. 

Performance 

Qualities: Hand-crafted, perma- 


nent appearance. Low absorption 
eliminates danger from moisture. 
Strong, with high resistance to 
corrosive elements. 

Fire-resistant. 

Service: Indefinite. 
Construction: For reroofing, re- 
move old shingles. Roof structure 


must be sufficiently strong to take 


weight of slate. Undersurface 
should be solid planking and 
heavy 30 Ib. felt. 

Appearance 

Types: Individual shingles. 
Pitch: 4/12 or more. 


Grades: Slate is graded by com- 


position, classified by weight, 
consistent color is good barometer 
of quality since change indicates 
oxidation and deterioration. Best 
exterior grade is Grade A—un- 
fading. Uniformity of color and 
absence of darker streaks or rib- 
bons is also considered although 
streaks are of same composition. 
Standard weight, 700 to 900 Ibs/ sq. 
Heavy weight, 1400 to 3400 Ib/sq. 
Sizes: 6” to 16” wide; 10” to 26” 
long with 444” to 1044” exposure. 
3/16” to 1” thick.

Clay tile roofing 


Clay tile is one of the earliest 
building materials made by man 
It is a product which requires a 
tight waterproof roof and special 
care in laying. The historic shapes 
of tile have strong regional flavors 
but the creation of a more con 
ventional type of sturdy, flat, ree 
tangular shingle has increased its 
range of usage 

Performance 

Qualities: Well-known durability. 
Extremely long-wearing: nonfad 
ing colors; good insulating prop- 
erties against sun 

Service: Indefinite 
Construction: A heavy material 
which requires especially sturdy 
framing and must be carefully 
installed. Must be nailed to a 
wood strip, not directly to sheath- 
ing. Needs specially shaped pieces 
at most roof intersections. Can be 
used for reroofing if substructure 
is strong.

We 
may be able to move to a new stage 
of development in human dietary 
patterns if we can substitute new 
methods which emphasize the rela 
tionship of each child to its food, 
and sleep and exercise as well, with 
enough” no longer referring to ab 
stract, external standards but to the 
exact state of the child at any given 
moment. We could then cease to 


feel guilty before most of mankind 


hecause of our overabundance of 
food and our need to fight over 
nourishment. Instead, we would 


have learned to make efficient use 
of the first real plenty that any 


arge portion of the human race has 


ever known. Amid the rattle of 
trays of food and vending ma 
chines, the well-stocked iceboxes, 


the strawberries in winter, each in 
dividual would consume only what 
he “needed” at that moment. No 
longer schooled to an archaic over 
response to any and all kinds of 
foods, one could choose without 
conflict. As a really well-fed peo 
ple, we would have the satisfaction 
of providing a model for other peo 
ples of the world as they, too, be 


tome able to bring their food

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A sweep of spring bulbs 


flowers. If you don’t get the hard, 
brown corms into the ground soon 
enough to suit them, usually late 
summer, they sprout and flower on 
your mantel or in the paper bag 
they came in—so strong is their 
urge to grow. Their foliage grows 
in the spring and like that of 
spring-flowering bulbs must ripen 
and die uncut to assure their an- 
nual fall reappearance. Do investi- 
gate crocuses further, you can't 
have too many. A hundred in mixed 
colors at a cost of about six dollars 
makes a fine sweep. We plant cro- 
cuses around the edges of our lawn 
where it merges into meadow. Here, 
their foliage doesn’t impede the 
mower. After reading a book of 
Irish poetry one year, I planted 
some crocuses in the lawn proper 
and in a “fairy ring” (a circle with 
an opening in one side). Each 
spring, they reappear, charmingly 
backgrounded by green grass. I'm 
not sure, however, that my hus- 
band, as he mows around them and 
their foliage later, altogether ap- 
preciates Irish poetry! 

We like trout lilies, sometimes 
called dog-toothed violets, for their 
graceful, reflexed petals and danc- 
ing natures, The slightest breeze 
sends them into a complete ballet. 
They bloom in April and thrive 
most happily in a damp semishady 
spot. With a brook in the offing, 
they spread rapidly, sending prog- 
eny all up and down the water's 
edge. Another co-operative bulb as 
far as multiplying is the grape hya- 
cinth. Each one is like a little up- 
side-down bunch of blue grapes on 
top of a green stalk. They rise up 
out of the ground early, coming in 
deep electric blue, pale blue or 
white, along with their thick clus- 
ters of somewhat tubular foliage. 
They remain quite lovely for many 
weeks, and are attractive and long- 
lasting in bouquets as well. Grape 
hyacinths may be planted most any- 
where, sun or semishade, garden 
proper, field or wilderness. For a 
combination, try some beneath 
spring-flowering shrubs, especially 
viburnum Carlesii, kerria japonica 
and magnolia. Wood hyacinths grow 
wild all over England and are fine 
in partially shaded areas here, 
where they increase year after year, 
and last, we are told, forever! They 
come pink, blue and white. Their 
hyacinth-like florets are thinly set- 
tled along the stalk, and they have 
a subtle fragrance.

There are four varieties of other 
much-loved bulbs that will multiply 
and thrive anywhere: snowdrops, 
delicate, waxy, white, with single 
or double blooms; chionodoxa, blue 
with a white eye; scilla, with deep 
blue, white or pink nodding blos- 
soms; and snowflakes (which come 
later in May), with bell-like flowers 
whose scalloped edges are touched 
with green. Of all the spring-flower- 
ing bulbs for naturalizing, the daf- 
fodil is the most familiar. And 
many locations are so well-suited 
to them, Beginning with the large, 
yellow jonquils and followed by 
myriads of different sorts of nar- 
cissi, all are ideal for spreading. 
Some of the growers have even de- 
veloped “weatherproof” varieties 
that are said to survive the beat of 
rain and the whoosh of wind. Do 
buy at least one hundred (for about 
ten dollars). In addition to the reg- 
ular sorts, try some of the less- 
known unusual daffodils. The Cam- 
pernelle grows a cluster of flowers 
on ac h stem, 18 deep yellow and 
highly scented. Two other desir- 
able cluster ones are Poetaz with 
scarlet-orange and yellow cups, and 
Soleil d Or, a sweet-scented golden 
yellow. Laurens Koster is cream 
with a gold cup. Among the most 
appealing with deep tone cups are 
Apricot Attraction and Incompara- 
bilis. Double daffodils are inde- 
structible and ideal in indoor 
bouquets. White, yellow, mixed, 
they come. Theirs is a scent that is 
sweet, fresh and cool. 

For a close and intimate area 
where you often walk in the spring, 
there are five adorable, miniature 
daffodils, all about six inches high 
and with tiny flowers. Bulbocodium 
Conspicuus, is the hoop-petticoat 
daffodil—just one lovely, flaring 
cup like the crinolines of old. Nar- 
cissus Minimus, brilliant gold, is 
a mostly frilly trumpet and that 
only a half-inch long. Narcissus 
Canaliculatus consists of clusters of 
very sweet-scented flowers on a 
stem, each with white, reflexed 
petals and a small, deep orange 
cup. There is narcissus Triandrus 
Albus, pure white, petals reflexed 
and white cup. Narcissus Cycla- 
minéus, from Portugal, rare and 
exciting, deep gold, frilly-edge 
trumpet, long, narrow reflexing 
petals. Four sorts that are some- 
what taller—all about ten to twelve 
inches and large flowered, but still 
smaller than regular sorts begin 
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with February Gold with its large 
yellow trumpet; then W. P. Milner 
with a scent like a cowslip; then 
Tresamble, three pure-white flow- 
ers on each stem; and Thalia, hang- 
ing several pendant flowers in a 
cluster. Do experiment with some 
of these less-known, most-charming 
and rewarding miniatures, 

With a few exceptions, tulips are 
the spring bulbs that don’t mullti- 
ply, but can be counted upon to 
reappear—especially these men- 
tioned. Each year, I am drawn by 
a streak of red to the meadow. 
Here, next to a clump of really 
heavy witch grass, emerges a clus- 
ter of searlet tulips. They must 
have been planted by accident ten 
years ago with the first daffodils we 
naturalized, and they have flowered 
ever since. So you never can tell 
what a tulip will do—or where it 
will do it. A variety of low-growing 
tulips blossoms in early April and 
include Kaufmanniana (6 inches) 
that opens flat each day in the sun. 
Clusiana (12 inches) comes with 
peppermint stripes. Acuminata (15 
inches), with unusual tapering 
petals, spidery and threadlike at 
the tips. Dasystemon (6 inches) 
unfolds in a cluster of as many as 
ten flowers to one single stem. 
Eichleri (8 inches) is a deep red 
with glossy black at the petal base.

usually early in May. These unfold 
pure white and turn pinker each 
day, ending up deep rose. Great fun 
to watch them change. A tulip for a 
unique corsage is the Parrot Tulip, 
a loose-petaled, fringy kind of 
flower with a wind-blown look. If 
you become friends with someone 
who runs a flower shop, you can 
buy corsage equipment. You only 
need fine wire, green stretchable 
tape, ribbon and large, white- 
headed pins. With a few moments 
consultation on the technique of 
wrapping wire and green tape 
around the stems, a whole new 
talent is yours! All through the 
season, garden flowers lend them- 
selves to corsage making. But you 
may as well begin with these spring 
flowers because they are among the 
best with their firm petals and long- 
lasting qualities. Late September 
and early October is the time to 
plant spring bulbs. Our method 
with daffodils when planted in 
heavy field grass is as follows: My 
husband drives a spade down up to 


the hilt in the meadow and tum 
back the sod. I loosen the dit 
the bottom of the hole, stir igy 
handful of plant food, and set fom 
or five bulbs.
